faith. 


The revision is in the line of dropping 
some phrases capable of a 
double 


meaning, and the more explicit state- 
ment of others." 


Sabbath Observance. 


The special committee on 
Sabbath 


observance reported in part as follows: 


Notwithstanding the tendency of so 


many thousands oi, American citizens 
to treat the claims of the Christian 
Sabbath with indifference, if not with 
contempt, and to denominate all efforts 
to maintain the sacred character of 
this day as attempts to perpetuate 
"blue laws" and to interfere with per- 
sonal liberty, and with the carelessness 
of so large a percentage of professed 
Christians, there are indications of a 
quickened appreciation and a 
more 


comprehensive 
apprehension in the 


minds of our people of the 
value of 


this divinely appointed rest day, as 
shown by the larger discussion of t.ne 
Sabbath questions in both the relig- 
ious and secular press, and by the 
prompt and strong opposition 
mani- 


fested against all attempts to destroy 
the legal safeguards xvhich the penal 
code of nearly all the states of our 
union have around this day. 


Immigrants. 


The special committee on a minis- 


try for Hungarians and other immi- 
grants, contained the following: 


The great importance of 
enlarged 


attention to the spiritual needs of the 
foreign born populations, is

sized in part by the statistics of immi- 
gration as contained in the reports 
of the commissioner general of immi- 
gration to the secretary of the United 
States treasury.

"Wm. Hahn, the glazier at the Deca-

whether the car had struck the auto- 
mobile or what had happened. 


One of the witnesses of the acciden 


said:. "The peculiar situation of the 
street car tracks and the 
particular 


moment at which the 'collision occur- 
red is what is responsible for the ac- 
cident. 
The collision occurred at 


point a few feet south of the 
point 


where the Condit street branch joins 
the "Water street line and at that mo- 
ment there was a car due there from 
the north and the Condit car from the 
east was also due. 


"Hahn was on his 
bicycle 
going 


north and was on the east side oC the 
tracks. Mrs. Needham in the 
auto- 


mobile also going north, was on the 
west side of the tracks. There was a 
car on the Condit street track and 
that partly blocked the way north on 
the east side of the street. There was 
& car south bound on the Water street 
track and when the car was within ten 
feet of the automobile, Hahn sudden- 
ly cut across the tracks going between 
the automobile and the street car to 
the west side of the street. He was 
too close to the automobile, 
which 


struck him and knocked him 
down. 


The front wheel of the automobile ran 
upon his left leg but did not go over 
him. 
That leg wos caught under the 


handlebars of his bicycle and he was 
in a helpless position. The automobile 
pushed him over the pavement per- 
haps throe feet before it was stopped. 
Mrs. Nedham was apparently

the inevitable, but by assurance of vic- 
tory in a continuous life. 
It is said

Tho death of the Christian is "in 


the Lord." 
That life may have peace 


and steadiness there is needed some 
staying principle 
which hns to do 


with both time and 
eternity.

true perspective Jesus Christ, in his 
life and teaching, reveals to humanity, 


he man who, through obedience and 


fellowship, knows him, us St.

Lord" is the assurance that death is 
a mere transition, that life is contin- 
uous. 


The second blessed fact, is that our
